Even a guilty man is 
protected from injustice at the hands 
of bis enemies aa a rule, if we cannot 
reply to the why, let each one at least 
say It was all for ine, -the Holy One of 
God suffering in my stcnd. When we 
see the Son of God, the Creator of all 
tilings, the 'judsje of all mankind, re- 
ceiving such tieatment at the hands of 
the civil ami religious authorities and 
remember that they ate Just tbe same 
today, what should be our attitude to 
them? When we liear Pilate say, "Be 
hold the man!" and "Bouold your 
King!" (veises 5-11) we think of the 
true testimonies of the Spirit, "Behold 
the man whose name Is The Branch!"

(Zech. vl, 12; is, 9) 


So Pilate delivered Je&us to be cruci- 


fied, and they took Him and led Him 
away, and lie, bearing His ciosi, vv ent 
forth (veises 16, 17). They met one 
Simon, a Cyrenian, coming into the city 
and compelled him to turn about and 
help Jesus bear the cross or bear it 
for Him (LuUe xxui, 20). We remember 
that He said, "If any man will come 
after Me, -let him deny himself and 
take up his cross and follow Me" 
(Matt, xvi, 24) Let us not forget that 
the cross is never anything beautiful, 
but a cruel thing signifying a painful 
and lingering death. Many women fol- 
low ed Him, bewailing and lamenting 
Him, 
but He told1 them* not to weep 


for Him, but for themselves' aiidr'tlMV 
children because" of the things that 
nould come upon''tbem (Luke xxili, 27- 
81). 
Having reached Golgotha, they 


crucified Him a'ud two evildoers with 
Him,' one on cither side and Jesus in 
the midst, and thus He was numbered 
with tiaiisgre&sois, all for me.

The four soldieis divided Hlg gar- 


ments among them, but for IIis coat 
they cast lots, thus fulfilling another 
Scripture (verses 23, 24; I's. x\H, 18) 
Perhaps three moie awful words were 
never written than these, ''They cruci- 
fied Him" (verse 18), when we consider 
who He was that they crucified, the 
Pnnce of Life, the Loid of Glorj 
(Acts iii, 15; I Cor. ii, 8), and that He 
submitted to be a curse for us that 
we might not polish (Gal. iii, 13). We 
have ia our lesson three of His seven 
sayings on the cross (26, 28, 30); but. 
takmg them in order from all the rec- 
ords. \ve ha\e first forgiveness, even 
for those who crucified Him; then 
glory for e\eu a penitent thief; then 
provision for His own mother, suggest- 
ing the supply of all we can need be- 
tween salvation and glory/ The fourth 
wns ot the beginning of the darkness, 
"Sly God, my God, wbyhast thou for- 
saken Me?" and tbe other three at tbe 
close of those awful six hours, "I 
thiist," "It is finished," "Father, into 
thy hands I commit My spuit." 


When the Jews as,ked Pilate to have 


the bodies icmoved that their Sabbatb 
day might not be desecrated (ob, the 
ntter hypocrisy of it all') the soldiei* 
broke the legs of the t\io malefactois 
but foumi Jesus dead alieady, so tbey 
did not bi eak His legs, but a soldier 
pierced His side, and thus two Scrip- 
tures wire fulfilled, Ex xii, 46; Zech 
ru.
